from Winnipeg to Edmonton Is being continued this year under direction 
of Mr. Voligny, one of the engineers of public works department.

It is expected that 
work of, construction will be commenced shortly, after the surveys are com- 
pleted with other Canadian waterways. Most of the construction will not be 
heavy as there are long stretches of navigable water.

JUSTICE BECK CALLED UPON TO 
SETTLE DISPUTE IN |, BUPREME 
COURT * |r 


Judgment was handed down by 
Justice Beck in the supreme court this 
morning in the case of Beaton vs. Mor- 
ley, in which his lordship was called 
upon by consent to determine whether 
Morley, a subcontractor on the Oliver 
school, was bound to fulfill the terms 
of a specification by which he agreed 
to give all walls not specified to be 
plastered, two ‘coats of limewash. Mis 
lordship found that the subcontractor 
was so°bound, and gave judgment in 
Beaton's favor for various amounts, 
making a total of $204.90, for work 
which he had performed himself and 
subsequently assessed against Morley, 

In the. specifications the limewash- 
ing proviso was contained under the 
head of “Plastering,” and not “Painting 
and Glazing" as it was claimed should 
have been the case. Justice Beck heid 
that the dispute was bona fide, but 
that even if the limewashing was re- 
ferred to in the wrong clause, the 
specifications should be binding, The 
decision, his lordship opined, should 
be of benefit to both parties, Rach 
pays his own costs, with the exception 
that $25 is allowed to Beaton on ac- 
count of his.

difference between the legitimate am- 
ount, and the actual fee demanded, 
McHugh alleged that the bank had 
charged him between $800 and $900 in 
excess of the fees provided for in the 
tariff, and when the case was carried 
from Justice Beck to the Alberta court 
of appeals, judgment was rendered in 
his favor, 

A question which is of greater inter- 
est to commercial men generally is that 
of interest which may be charged in 
such cases, by the bank.

The main belt armor will be about 
eight feel wide and will have an aver- 
age thickness fo ten inches, Above 
this is to be another belt of ten inehes 
average tickness, and still higher amid- 
ships is the easement armor protect- 
jing the second army battery and funnel 
At the ends of the main belt 
are transverse armor bulkheads, Each 
barbette is of armor varying from four 
inches to eleven inches in thickness, 
handling machinery for the 42-inch 
guns in the turret above. A strong 
protective deck extends all fore and 
aft. 

The Wyoming will be fitted for a 
flagshop, and her complement as such 
will consist of 85 officers and 1,030 
men. It is expected she will be ready 
for commissiow by the end of the 
year.

It ey uears that spu ‘ots 
quarters and 50 cent pieces have bean 
circulating throughout western Canada 
tor some time and being nearly perfect 
they are considered tie most dagger 
ons counterfeits that have appeared, 
One loeal financial institution has de- 
tected as many as half a dozen of these 
coins during the past week, As a cule 
the spurions coins are found to be a 
lite light in weight. The milling on 
the edge is very imperfeet and the coin 
ean be deleeted by dropping it on a 
counter or on a table. The head side 
is almost perfeet but the obyerse is a 
little indistinct. No trace has been 
found of the origin of the money.

| Opposed to Empire Parliament 

Iton, Jolin Murray, premier of Vie- 
toria, Australia, in an interview said 
that he was totally opposed to the idea 
for an enpire parliament. He himself 

was a strong preferentialist: but he 
knew that Australia would not sacrifice 
her protectionist policy for preference 
sentiment, 

It is understood that the imperial 

conference is today discussing Sir Jo- 
seph Ward's scheme for an imperial 
council and the reconstitution of the 
colonial offiee, 
; The Morning Herald of Sidney, N, 
S. W., says: “It has become obvious to 
even the meanest understanding that 
the destiny of the dominions is bound 
up inextricably with Great Britain, No 
possession of the crown overseas is in 
a position to maintain its independence, 
If once the might of England be des- 
troyed it will be a generation before 
Canada or Australia or South Africa is 
able to face even a second-rate Euro- 
pean power, Putting it on the lowest 
ecround, that of self-interest, the em- 
pire must hang together.” 

Premier Asquith, in an address to 
the Liberal Conlonial club in London, 
affirmed his steadfast adherance to. the 
cause of free trade. He declared that 
to secure prosperity to the mother 
country and a united empire it was 
hecessary that they maintain the fiseal 
system that their forefathers establish- 
ed for them. Uhder that system they 
had attained to a degree of prosperity 
of which their forefathers had never 
dreamed, even in the wildest’ flights of 
their imagination,

at Melbourne says: 

“Hon Andrew Fisher, premier of 
Australia, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, pre- 
mier of Canada, are expected to ar- 
range a steamship service between the 
commonwealth and Vancouver in such 
a form as to pave the way for the ini- 
tiation of the all-red scheme. The 
commonwealth ministers are unable to 
agree to join the new contract between 
Canada and New Zealand, however, 
owing to the arrangement by which a 
port in New Zealand is to be visited af- 
ter Sydney has been left by ‘the :out- 
ward bound liners.’
